When a member of his secre- 
@erial staff came to remind him 
that it was time to set out for 
the Capitol, President of the 
Wnited States Grover Cleveland, 
the strong man of the White 
House, appeared not to have 
heard 


It was as though he had fallen 
into a trance. 

“Mr. President, sir,” the young 
man repeated, “it’s time for you 
te go .to the Capitol. Congress 
fe by now already assembled.” 


Only then did Grover Cleve- 


land shake off his deep pre- 
e@ccupation. Slowly, and with un- 
eharacteristic lack of energy, he 
up. It was August and hot. 
asked for ice water, drank 
ft, and walked slowly from the 
room. 

Before him lay the ordeal of 
Congress in which many influ- 
ential leaders in his own, the 
Democratic Party, were arrayed 
to give battle against their lead- 
er. - 

At that time, 1884, political 
eerruption was rife throughout 
the United States. Before his 
President, Grover 
Cleveland had served as district 
attorney and, later, as Mayor of 
Buffalo, New York State. He had 
made many enemies in “both 
eapacities, for, wherever he un- 
covered it, he attacked graft. 

-Now the issue before Congress 
was the Pendleton Bill. Like a 
mumber of other bills already 
passed, this measure was design- 
ed to endow a large number of 
men with claims on their politi- 
eal party with life pen¥iens, 

When the bill came before 
Congress, President Cleveland 
deseribed it as an attempt to 
ewindle the United States Trea- 
wury. 

_ Now he was about to face the 
storm. But the impending battle 
with Congress had no part as a 
€ause of the President’s strange 
end gloomy mood. 


It had been nothing much at 
first, that persistent ache of the 
jaw. But it had become worse. 


“When President. Cleveland 
consulted his medical advisers he 
Was somewhat perturbed when a 
number of the leading medical 
men in the country were called 
in for consultation, 


The aching jaw, it was now 
revealed to him, was a symptom 
of a very serious condition. 

“Have I cancer?” he asked. 

“it will be necessary, to ‘save 
your life to remove your jaw,” 
they roid him. 

For Grover Cleveland the 
smashing of the corrupt pensions 
bill was a matter of paramount 
importance. Already threatened 
by disloyalty in his own party, 
te well knew that any hint of 
sickness would be seized upon 
with heartless unscrupulousness 
for political purposes. 

His, political enemies would 
put it about that he was unfit 
to carry out the duties of Presi- 
lent; physically incapable of 
bearing the great weight of that 
effice’s terrific responsibilities. 

So now, driving toward the 
Capitol, for the first round in 
the battle, the President was 
pondering his problems and 
searching for some solution of it. 

A great statesman—and Grover 
Cleveland was that — must also 
be a great strategist. Returning 
to the White House, he surprised 
his staff by announcing that he 
proposed to take a holiday. 

“Mr. President! At a time like 
this?” one man protested. 

But the very announcement 
suggested self ~- confidence and 
firected the attention of the 
sountry away from any question 
ef presidential illness. 

Having let the announcement 
ef his forthcoming holiday be 
made public, President Cleve- 
land sent for his personal sur- 


. 


geon, and said: “Could you re-— 


move my jaw without scarring 
my face? Could you operate so 
that nobody could detect the 
mutilation?” 

Yes, he was assured, that could 
be done. : 


“But I would still have no jaw 


‘ on that side?” he protesten.

jaw,” he was assured. “ You-will 
appear just as you appeared be- 
fore.” / 

It’s not an easy thing for a 
king or president to keep secret 
such news as this. 

The President could not be 
Operated on at the White House 
without the whole staff getting 
to know about it—and from them 
the whole country. 

He could not enter a hospital 
for the same reason. Sooner or 
later the news would leak out. 

How then, was the terrible 
secret to be kept? It was the 
President who found the solu- 
tion. “I shall take a cruise on 
the presidential “yacht,” he an- 
nounced, ; 

This was a very fine vessel, 
the Oneida, and in due course she 
put to sea, ostensibly on a-plea- 
sure cruise. Only at the last 
minute did the surgeons slip un- 
annonced aboard. And only after 
she had sailed was the state- 
room rap{dly converted into an 
operating theatre. 

When, some weeks later, the 
President returned, it was mat- 
ter of public comment how well 
he looked with his fresh sea tan. 


But those near him noticed a 
certain difference, though they 
had no clue as to the real cause. 


It was noted then and later 
that, when he spoke in public, 
his speech had become come- 
what changed. The fine voice, 
which had done so much to build 
up for him a great law practice 
in his earlier days, was now 
softly muffled. 


Th@gilver jaw worked. There 
was no facial scar.. Rut speech 
came with a certain difficulty 
now. 


And so, for fourteen years, this 
amazingly courageous man lived 
on, and during that long stretch 
he served not-once, but twice as 
President of the United States. 

It was not until after his 
death, which occurred a few 
months after he completed his 
second term as President, that 
the secret of his long sustained 
iortitude became known. 

And there also came to light 
a second secret. 

Throughout the long years 
during which he carried the 
great burden of the State upon 
his broad shoulders the Presi-~ 
dent had never known a single 
day free from pain. 

For though the silver jaw put 
back the hour of fate, the terri- 
ble disease which made its re- 
moval essential at last claimed 
its gallant victim. 

It is significant of the amazing 
power of the human will that it 
was only when he felt that his 
task was completed, and graft 
was on the way out in his coun- 
try’s public life, that death en- 
sued.

The Queen And The Prince 
Seen Through American Eyes

LONDON — (NEA) — It is 
as ambassadors of youth, of the 
New Elizabethan Age, that Queen 
Elizabeth II and Prince Philip 
are coming to America in Oc- 
tober. 

Theirs is the young idea that 
gives the living lie to the notion 
that Britain is washed-up, a 
second-rate power dying of old 
age. 

“Our people, if they are aged, 
are the youngest aged people that 
have ever been seen,” Sir-Harold 
Caccia, British ambassador in 
Washington, told a Chicago audi- 
ence recently. “This may be our 
second youth, but it certainly is 
not our second childhood.” 

Elizabeth, too, is experiencing 
a second bloom. Americans will 
no longer recognize in her the 
uncertain, girlishly nervous, 
slightly pathetic figure, who, as 
Princess. Elizabeth, visited the 
United States with her husband 
in 1951. 

She can still be gay and care- 
free upon occasion, but she has 
matured, acquired dignity, shown 
unexpected depth. In a word, 
she has become regal. 

As a wife, she {s 
very much in love 
handsome husbané, 


obviously 
with her 
whom she 


has made a Prince of the Realm. 


As a mother, she is blessed with 
_two lovely children, in whom 
she takes just pride. As Queen, 
she reflects the inner satisfac. 
tion of this happy home. 

Her American hosts will note 
how often Elizabeth turns to 
Philip whenever there is an im 
portant decision to be made» 

“Isn't. Philip the limit?” How 
often these words spring to the 
Queen's lips as she tries to fol- 


low him in his wilder flights. 
Sometimes they are said with 
pride, sometimes ruefully, almost 
with despair. 

Yes, Philip really is the limit, 
as his American hosts will dis- 
cover. His job while in the 
United States will be to sell 
Britain, and this he will tackle 
with almost fiendish zest. 

Watch him as he corners an 
uneasy scientist at a Washington 
cocktail party. With the space 
of 15 minutes he can be expected 
to remind the poor American 
scientist that Britain discovered 
the atomic nucleus, penicillin, 
vitamins and silicones, among 
other things. 

Nor will the U.S. admirals and 
Air Force generals come off-any 
better. Philip is not afraid to 
remind the airborne — generals 
that many of the planes they 
fly are powered by Rolls-Royce 
engines designed in Britain, or to 
remind the U.S. Navy that the 
angled deck, mirror landing de- 
vices and steam catapults used 
on American aircraft carridds 
were developed from British 
inventions. 

It is with the American cap- 
tains of industry that Philip will 
feel most at home. The button- 
holed businessman will be re- 
minded that Britain leads the 
world in the export of genera- 
tors, boilers, textile “machinery 
and radioactive isotopes, shares 
the lead with the United States 
in the development,y of nuclear 
power plants 

This is the new face of Britain 
It is the fact of youth, as mir- 
rored in the profiles of its Queen 
and of her prince-consort. 

How long will it last? What 
happens when the bloom of youth 
begins to fade?

1 Corinthians 1:1-3, 10-15, 21-25.

During this quarter we shall 
study three of Paul's letters: 1 
Corinthians, Philippians and 
Philemon. 

An article in the Saturday Re- 
view entitled, “What Makes A 
Genius?” lists Paul among the 
thirty-three persons from all 
history whom the writer con- 
sidered. to be qualified to be 
termed geniuses. Brilliant in 
intellect, skilled in logic, trained 
in all the subtleties of Hebraic 
tradition,.endowed with master- 
ly powers of oratory and rhet- 
oric, capable of experiencing 
heart-bursting emotion — all 
this Saul possessed even before 
the light of heaven blinded him 
on the Damascus road. There- 
after, to his human endowments 
came the empowerment of the 
One who had singled him out as 
a chosen vessel to bear his name 
before the Gentiles and kings 
and the Children of Israel. We 
shall profit from studying his 
inspired writings. 

In Paul’s first letters to the 
Corinthians he deals delicately 
but forcefully with some un- 
wholesome existing conditions, 
There was a divisive spirit in 
the church. Some said, “I am 
of Paul”; others, “I of Apollos”: 
others, “I of Cephas”; and still 
others, “I of Christ.” Paul asked, 
“Ts Christ divided?” 

There are things to be said for 
and against the divisions in 
Christendom. A study of church 
history reveals that individuals 
and groups have been expelled 
from churches because they con- 
tended for some sacred truth. 
Refusing to compromise they 
had no alternative but to organ- 


ize a new body. That God has. 


blessed those who have thus 
gone forth has been illustrated 
o'er and o’er. Jesus and Paul 
were hoth cast out of the places 
of worship by the religionists of 
their day.

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Asian Flu Shots Gamble for Drug Firms

Washington Drug ihdustrs 
executives hope to know by 
next spring whether or not they 
should have paid more attention 
to their sales experts before tak- 
ing a multi-million dollar gam- 
ble on the new Asiatic Flu 
vaceine 

Already the six vaccine mak- 
ing firms have bet ah estimated 
20 to 30 million dollars in their 


drive to have 85 million shots 
ready by Jan. 1. 

They made this expensive 
wager against the opinion of 


their marketing research staffs 
who predicted the new vaccine 
would never sell, a drug indus- 


_ ry spokesman reveals. These ¢x- 
perts 


based their opinion on 
sales records which showed flu 
vaccine was not a popular item 
on the drug market. 

At that timé little was widely 
known about the strong chances 
of Asiatic Flu completely sweep- 
ing the country. The spokesman 
says that the command decision 
to risk millions of dollars is the 
hardest task the industry has 
faced so far in the round-the- 
clock vaccine. mass production 
program. 

Public Health Service warn- 
ings that an epidemic was al- 
most a ‘certainty were largely 
responsible for the great fin- 
ancial decision. The menace to 
health coupled with PHS beliets 
that Asiatic Flu would receive 
enough publicity to make peo- 
ple want the vaccine set the 
production wheels in motion, the 
drug company official explains. 

He says returns from whole- 
salers show large quantities of 
the vaccine are being bought 
at present. He explains, though, 
that this is no guarantee thatthe 
firms will make a profit. 

Any unused doses can be re- 
turned for credit. Manufacturers 
could be forced to take back 
large shipments of the medicine 
if the epidemic doesn’t strike or 
doesn’t cover as much 
country as is expected. 

One expert observer definite- 
ly believes the drug companies 
will go.in the red on the vac- 
cine ‘production program. The 
industry Spokesman. says: 
“Chances ‘are that people will be 
sufficiently interested in pro- 
tecting themselves so that the 
drug manufacturers will make 
money in the long run.” But he 
adds that it is still a toss-up 
whether the final tabulation will 
show a profit or loss. 

Scientists, technicians, and of- 
fice managers have had to leave 
financial worries to the top 
executives. Since the all-out 
production drive started early 
this summer, they’ve been too 
busy to be bothered with money 
rnatters. 

In less than two\ months they 
have turned out more than three 
million, doses for distribution. 
They have increased production 
to the extent that they now ex- 
pect to top their old Feb. 1 goal 
of 60 million shots by 25 million 
more, And they think they can

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Gloomy Picture 
For The West 


Roughly spealsing, two-thirds 
ef the oil consumed in Western 
Europe comes either through the 
Suez Canal or by the pipeline 
through Syria from the Mosul 
fields in Iraq. 


It would be a gross exaggera- 
tion to say that Moscow today 


‘eontrols the flow of that oil upon 


which all Western Europe de- 
pends heavily both for its econ- 
Omic welfare and for its mili- 
tary operations. 


But it is not an exaggeration 
to say that Moscow's current 
operations throughout the Mid- 
@le East bear the externa! ear- 
marks of a fairly consistent and 
fairly well advanced reach for 
the handle which could turn off 
the flow of that oil. 

This does not mean that in 
@vent of a major war the armed 
forces of the West would be 
brought to a standstill by lack 
of oil. Under modern military 
conditions it is almost certain that 
Middle East oil would be un- 
usable to either side anyway. The 
West. would almost certainly 
have to depend on Western Hem- 
Isphere oil regardless of what 
happened in. the Middle East in 
the meantime. 

It does mean that if the trend 
is unchecked the time will come, 
and fairly soon perhaps, when 
a large part of the daily supply of 
Kurope’s oil will be available 
only by grace of Moscow. One of 
the visible consequences could be 
an end to the British and Dutch 
eil-dispensing business, a major 
support of the economies of both 
ef those countries. «

Still, we are dealing with a 
double Soviet operation which 
looks increasingly unpleasant. 
There is the fact of extensive 
Soviet influence in both Egypt 
and Syria. There is the twin 
fact of this revival of Soviet 
naval activity in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Add to this a third factor, 
probably the most dangerous of 
all. President Nasser of Egypt 
has launched what amounts to a 
popular and fairly powerful 
revolutionary movement. It has 
littie more philosophic content 
than the»movement ‘started by 
Peron in Argentina. 

It’s pretty thin stuff by com- 
parison with the great revolu- 
tionary movements of the last 
century. But for the Middle 
East it’s the first such movement 
to get under way. To people who 
lived untouched by the French 
Revolution, socialism, commun- 
ism, and fascism, it has novelty 
and appeal. It could sweep la 
and fast if it ever started spread- 
ing. 

For the movement, 
Moscow is riding and exploiting 
this movement which has its base 
in Egypt. It has spread to Syria. 
The immediate problem confront- 
ing Western diplomats {s not how 
to reverse what has happened in 
Syria, but how to keep it from 
spreading. 

There is no visible, available 
means for reversing the events in 
Syria. The Sixth Fleet can’t go 
to the rescue of a President Ku- 
watly who doesn’t ask to be res- 
cued. Syria is self-sustaining in 
foodstuffs. Soviet arms could, in 
theory, be kept out by a block- 
ade, but a blockade is an act of 
war, and United States policy is 
currently, and heavily, restrained 
by Washington’s own insistence 
of last year that force must not 
be employed in the Middle East. 

The immediate problem is how 
to prevent what is happening in 
Syria from spreading to the 
other Arab states. The idea ofa 
“quarantine” is not for the pur- 
pose of stamping out what has 
happened in Syria. It is to pre- 
vent’ what happened in Syria 
from spreading into Jordan, Le- 
banon, Iraq, and Saudi Arabia. 

The West is definitely orsthe 
defensive in the Middle East. It 
is defending a cluster of Arab 
kingdoms of not too modern a 
vintage against @ popular reyo- 
lutionary movement which Mos- 
cow is abetting with arms, agents, 
and a show of sea power in the 
Mediterranean. 

Even a successful quarantine 
leaves.two-thirds of Europe’s oil 
supply flowing through Egypt 
and Syria, the two Arab countries 
where Soviet activity is highest 
and Soviet contro] the most ad- 
vanced.

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Deer - Moose 
Hunting Season 


Open season for deer and 
moose for the coming fall in a 
number of parts of Ontario 
were -announced recently by 
Minister of Lands and Forests, 
Clare E. Mapledoram., 

A large area of northern On- 
tario north of Lake Superior 
will be open to both resident 
and non-resident moose hunt- 
ers from October 1 to Decem- 
ber: 24. 

The Minister stated that just 
as in forestry there is an allow- 
able annual cut of trees which 
can be taken without prejudice 
to the forest; there is also an 
allowable annual harvest of 
moose. In spite of long seasons 
and permission to kill one 
moose regardless of sex or age, 


Ontario hunters were taking 
far fewer moose than they 
might, and this Department 


hoped to see moose steaks. in 
more refreigerators than ever 
before. 

In addition-te the large area 
mentioned, special s€asome, were 
set for an area near Kenora, 
another in Rainy River District, 
and a large area north of North 
Bay, from Sault Ste. Marie to 
Cochrane. It. was announced 
that there would be no open 
season for moose south of the

Paradoxically, the decimation 
of one of Australia’s traditional 
pests has led the/dingo to invade 
man’s domain. By importing a 


vicious ‘strain of myxomatosis, / 


Australikns killed off millions of 
rabbits. The shortage of the 
succulent rabbits has forced the 
dingo to change his diet. With 
Australia suffering her . first 
drought since the war, they have 
ranged in huge packs to sheep 
and cattle country from the 
rough arid western scrub. This 
year’s casualty list for sheep 
may rise to 3 million. 


Australians are divided on 
how to control or eradicate the 
dingo. Some favor fences others 
trapping. In mountainous New 
South Wales, horsemen round 
up packs of dingoes and drive 
them into a line of guns. Hope- 
ful cattlemen have _ recently 
tried aerial baiting, packing 
half a grain of strychnine into a 
pellet of brisket fat, then dive- 
bombing water holes and sus- 
pected feeding areas. Unfortun- 
ately, birds and insects usually 
beat the dingo to the poisoned 
pellets. Biological-warfare ex- 
perts have considered infecting 
them with distemper and mange, 
but are wary of creating an 
immune strain. The only hope 
for his extinction now lies in the 
discovery of some virulent’ dis- 
ease peculiar to the dingo.

How Can |?

Q. How can I make a good 
silver polish? 

A. By dissolving one ounce of 
powdered borax in %-pint boil- 
ing water,..Add four ounces pre- 
cipitated chalk wWihiem..cool, and 
beat until smooth. Then add one 
gill of alcohol. Bottle and shake 
thoroughly before using. 


Q. How can I remove the taste 
of scorch from food? 

A. If food becomes scorched, 
remove the cover immediately 
and place the pan In a vessel of 
eold water. Allow it to remain 
for 15 or 20 minutes and the 
scorched taste will disappear. 


Q. How can I improve the 
eomplexion? 

A. Decided improvement in 
the complexion is often noticed 
within a few weeks if a quart 
ef buttermilk is taken daily. 


Q. How can I remove grease 
spots from paper? 

A. Lay a piece of blotting pa- 
per over the spot and press with 
@ warm iron. If this doesn’t re- 
move it, cover quickly with pow- 
dered magnesia, French chalk, 
or fuller’s earth, and let stand 
24 hours. Repeat, if necessary. 


Q. How can I clean a slender 
vase satisfactorily? 

A. Fasten a piece of an old 
sponge on a stick and. push this 
down into the vase. This method 
is also very useful for cleaning 
decanters and water bottles. 


Q. How can I add a delicious 
flavor to my lemon pie? 

A. Instead of using cornstarch 
or flour when making the lemon 
pie, try grating one potato for 
each pie. It adds a delicious 
flavor. 


Q. How can I retain the vivid 
and appetizing colors of new 
vegetables when cooking them? 

A. A pinch of soda in the boil- 
ing ‘water will help. 


Q. How can I remove paint 
stains from fabrics? 

A. Try saturating two or three 
times with equal parts of am- 
monia and turpentine, then 
wash thoroughly in soapsuds. 


Q. How can I make a filler 
for floor cracks? 

A. Make a paste of two cups 
of flour one tablespoon of alum, 
and three quarts of water. Soak 
pieces of newspaper in this so- 


lution and boil well, stirring 
constantly. Use a putty knife to 
fill in the cracks. After the paste 
has hardened, apply a stain, and 
the filled cracks will hardly be

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Moving Sheep 
Big Operation 


One of the oldest stories in 


‘the world is relived early each 


July in the rugged Rocky 
Mountains of Montana. From 
their winter pastures on the vast 
plains that stretches eastward 
below the mountains hundreds 
_of thousands of sheep are herd- 
ed up and over the 10,000-foot 
passes .of the. front range to 
reach the summer grazing lands 
hat lie beyond. 


As the hot sun ef early sum- 
mer dries the plains the rich 
grasses of the high mountain 
meadows are just reaching mat- 
urity. Then it is that the rangers 
who control grazing in the nat- 


ional forests admit livestock to 
feast upon government-owned 
land. 


From prehistoric times this an- 
nual migration of sheep from 
lowlands to highlands has been 
g0ing on all over the world—in 


Spain, Persia, Switzerland, 
Greenland; indeed, any place 
where there are sheep and 


mountains. The sheep fatten on 
the rich mountain diet, and their 
valuable wool coats grow heavy 
in the cool air. The winter and 
spring 
rested and given a chance to 
produce new growth. 

Climbing up the valley of the 
Boulder River each year from 
the ranches around Big Timber, 
Mont., are about 60,000 head of 
sheep, Their destination is Gal- 
latin National Forest, which ad- 
joins the north side of Yellow- 
stone National Park. Moving at 
the rate of five to ten miles a 
day, depending on the type of 
terrain coyered and the ‘number 
of veterans of previous summers 
in the band, many of the sheep 
take more than a. week to com- 
plete the journey. Sheep from 
more distant ranches may have 
to travel almost 100 miles. 

The first part of the journey 
ls made along public roads. Here 
the main problem of the sheep- 
herders and their hard- -working 
assistants, the sheep dogs, is to 
keep each flock moving at a 

roper pace so that it does not 

ecome intermingled with others 
ahead or behind. The sheep are 
dabbed with colored paint for 
identification purposes. But se- 
parating two mixed bands of a 
thousand or more animals each, 
with or without painted brands, 
is a trying task even fog’ the 
¢almest of the traditionall¥ pa- 
tient shepherds, writes William 
A. Bardsley: in “The Christian 
ience Monitor.” 

Food also is a problem for the 
sheep passing along the narrow, 
fenced-in right of way of the 
highway, especially for those 
flocks toward the end of the long 
train. By the time the last 
@roups arrive most of the 
meager roadside grass is gone. 
Some ranchers now transport 
their sheep by truck as far as 
possible into the mountains. 

As the gentle foothills are 
passed and the climb over Boul- 
der-Hellroaring Divide begins, 
the difficulties of the sheep- 
herder and his band increase. 
No longer do marauding Indians, 
ravenous wolves, and land-hun- 
gry cattlemen have to be con- 
tended with. Nevertheless, the 
road soon degenerates into a 
steep mountain pass, presenting 
many pitfalls to the timid, deli- 
cate sheep. 

Dangerous, rock-strewn moun- 
tain streams, swollen by the 
frigid waters of mountain snows, 
must be forded. Sharp canyon 
walls drop off ‘beside the trail. 
Many injured sheep must be 
treated by the herders, and some 
must then be carried on pack 
horses. 

Coyotes, bobcats, and an oc- 
easional bear lurk near the trail 
ascending the rocky, evergreen- 
covered slopes, Nothing pleases 
them more than to prey upon 
the flock either on the trail or 
at night 

Near the top of the pass deep 
anowficlds are encountered. The

sheephercer times his journey so 
that he can cross these in the 
early morning when the still 
frozen crust. will support the 
sheep. Later in the day the ani- 
mals would break through and 
wallow helplessly in the deep, 
wet snow. , 

As a rule, howevér, few sheep 
are jost on the/drive to the 
mountains, for the herders know 
their job’ well. 


Once over the summit of the’ 


pass, green fields lie just ahead. 
The sheep plunge happily down 
the slopes into lush meadows. 
Good shepherds and good sheep 
dogs work on the same principle 


. —that the best way to drive 


sheep is to direct them so that 
they think they are going where 
they want to go. Applying this 
idea, they are able to guide the 
sheep through many appetizing 
fields until they arrive at the 
ground allotted them by the for- 
est rangers, 


On public lands each flock 
must graze within a_ specified 
area. Upon entering the national 
forest the sheep are counted 
and, according to grass condl- 
tions, assigned a certain amount 
of land. A fee of about nine 
cents a month for each ewe — 
lambs are admitted free — is 
assessed to help defray costs of 
national forest maintenance. A 
percentage of the grazing fee 
also is returned to the state, 
which, of course, receives no 
taxes from federally owned land. 

The national forest system 
was established in 1905, but it 
was not until several years later 
that a standardized government 
program emerged to. control 
grazing in the federally owned 
forests. These years saw con- 
tinued much of the open-range 
warfare and bitter legislative 
debate that marked the West 
from the day the first sheep and 
cattle owners came in contact 
with one another. 

The Montana sheepherder, 
however, probably thinks little 
about this @@igtory. His concern 
lies with the $25,000 band of vir- 
tually helpless woolly critters 
cropping their way slowly down 


the mountain valley at his feet. 


For 24 hours of every day 
through a lonely summer, dur- 
ing which he may~-see no other 
humans but the camp tender 
who brings his supplies arid the 
ranger who checks his location, 
the health and safety of the 
sheep are his complete respon- 
sibility. More often than not the 
flock is in good hands and com- 
pletes its mountain vacation. in 
excellent condition. 


September no doubt arrives 
all too soon for the sheep, as it 
does for all summertime excur- 
sionists. Even that early in the 
fall a threat of heavy snow de- 
velops in the northern Rockies. 
By then the sheep again are on 
the move repeating once more 
the age-old story, for they must 
be out of the forest before Sept. 
15. All the same dangers exist 
along the trail as on the way up. 
But the return to the plains goes 
more easily. The lambs are 
stronger and have the experi- 
ence of the previous trip. The 
route is mostly downhill instead 
of up, and the sun no longer 
beats down with an exhausting 
midday heat. 

Cool breezes sweep across the 
mountain ranges from the north, 


heralding the approach of an- 
other winter. The sheep, their 
herders, and the dogs hurry 


down the slopes, hoping to re- 
capture a few days of summer 
on the plains below.

a town 
famous for its fine stone houses 
and magnificent gardens, is the 
capital of one of the oddest in- 
dustries in the United States — 


mushroom growing. Draw a 
circle with a radius of 25 miles 
from the center of town and you 
will cover the’ source of about 
half the mushrooms sérved on 
American tables. In this area 
the once rare and exotic delica- 
cy reserved for the feasts of 
monarchs has been coaxed into 
lush growth to feed the millions. 


* & * 


Take any route out of Ken- 
nett Squar@ and you will find 
long rows of low, barracklike 
cinder-block buildings emitting 
pungent, earthy odors. These are 
the famous “mushroom houses” 
where, by a process that lies 
simewhere between science and 
art, about 550 Chester County 
families and companies grow 
the mysterious fungus. The 
mushroom turns ordinary farm- 
ing upside down. The growing 
houses are dark, for mushrooms 
have no chlorophyll and sun- 
light is bad for them. Instead. of 
behaving like green plants, 
which absorb cafbon dioxide 
frém the air and give off waste 
oxygen, mushrooms.act like ani- 
mals, breathing oxygen and ex- 
haling carbon dioxide. So the 
successful grower has a “white,” 
not a “green thumb”; he hasn’t 
the occupgtional tan of the field 
farmer, and instead of a straw 
hat he wears a miner’s lamp on 
his head. 


_* * * 


These growers scoff at the 
phrase “like a mushroom over- 
night,” for mofths of prepara- 
tion and weeks of growing take 
place before the pickers go to 
work, Each “house” is filled 
with long rows of multiple- 
decker wooden beds filled with 
rich ¢Gompost in which the 
mushroom spawn is planted. Be- 
fore planting, heat is turned on 
and the compost thoroughly 
pasteurized to kill competing 
fungus growths and insect lar- 
vae. Then the spawn, bred in la~- 
boratories under sterile condi- 
tions, is spread on the com- 
post. It germinates for about 
taree weeks, as threadlike 
strands interlace the compost; 
then the bed is covered with 
an inch of topsoil which hag 
been sterilized by steam. 

The beds are frequently wa- 
tered, and in 10 days to two 
weeks the first white “buttons” 
poke through, then surge up- 
ward with a tremendous vital 


force. There have been many 
‘reports of mushrooms forcing 
their way through pavements.

In the early 1890's three 


Quaker gardeners in Chester 
County, Pa. William Swayne, 
Harry Hicks, and William 
Sharpless, imported spawn and 
copied the English method, and 
in 1893 Mr. Sharpless shipped 
66 baskets to New York.

unused barns; then Mr. Hicks

After a slow start, the indus- 
try has boomed from a United 
States crop of 20 million pounds 
in 1930 to the current annual 
total of about 75 million pounds. 
Mushroom culture has spread. to 
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Delaware, Maryland, California, 
New York, Illinois, and a few 
other states, and is backed by 
an investment of 50 million dol- 
lars by 900 growers. -Of these, 
550 are in the Kennett Square 
area where the business started,

-Many factors nave contribu- 
ted to the mushroom boom. Most 
important is the improvement 
of the spawn or “seed.” Once 
spawn of uncertain origin was 
sold in bricks containing seeds 
and alien organisms which 
might foul up an entire crop, 
Good strains were jealously 
guarded by families, and new- 
comers ran great risks. Then 
natural scientists at the De- 
partment of Agriculture devel- 
oped a method of breeding se- 
lected spores. 
maculate laboratories, like that 
of the Mushroom Growers’ Co- 
operative Association, spores are 
taken from sturdy, well- shaped 
fruit and\propagated for future 
crops. The spores are micro- 
scopic black specks on the 
knifelike gills seen beneath the 
cap of the fully mature mush- 
room. These gills are not seen 
on market mushrooms, which 
are picked before the “flower” 
opens to expose them. A few

Nehemiah, Patriot in Action 
Nehemiah 2: 17-18; 4:6; 
13:19-21 


Memory Selection: Be st 
all ye people of the land, 
the Lord, and work; for I am 
with you. Haggai 2:4. 


It’s easier to tear down thaa 
to build. A block from our home 
men have demolished 36 houses 
in three weeks. It will take twe 
years to build a 15-storey build- 
ing im-their place. But Nehe- 
miah, in his task of raising up 
the walls about Jerusalem en« 
countered more than the ordin- 
ary problems. First he must 
rouse the people to undertake 
the work. The walls were a sor- 
ry sight and the gates were cone 
sumed with fire. He squarely 
faced the desperate situation 
and, strengthened by prayer, he 
said. “Come, let us build up the 
wall of Jerusalem, that we be 
no more a reproach.” As he re~ 
counted God’s dealings with him 
in bringing him back: from 
Babylon, the people caught his 
vision and said, “Let us rise up 
and build.” 


The neighbouring Samaritana 

tried to hinder the work, They 
despised the workers and laughe 
ed at them in scorn. Tobiah sai 
“Even that which they build, 
a fox go up, he shall even break 
down their stone wall.” They 
tried violence, conspiring to slay 
the Jews. They slandered the 
Jewgscharging that they were 
planning to rebel. They tried 
‘intimidation, using a, prophet to 
induce Nehemiah to take refuge 
and his men kept praying and 
working. The people had a mind 
to work. The wall was finished 
in fifty-two day. 

Nehemiah’s leave of absence 
expired after twelve years and 
he returned to Persia, but soom 
secured permission from the 
king to return to Jerusalem 
again. He found that certain sins 
had reappeared. The people 
harvested their crops on the 
Sabbath and the merchants 
bought and sold. The tithes 
were not being given to the Le- 
vites and some of the men were 

* marrying foreign women. Ne- 
hemiah went to work to correct 
these and other evils.

The ‘panting, brown-skinned 
diver held on to the side of the 
beat with one hand, supporting 
himself in the waters of the 
Persian Gulf, and with the 
other hand he tossed a pearl] on 
to the deck of the little Arab 


dGhow. It was 1628 .... and the 
Sreat Pearl of Asia had been 
found. 

The: Pearl of Asia weighing 


605 -carats, is the largest pear! 
in the world and it has been 
the centre of many strange and 
fantastic adventures. Not the 
least of these took place —in 
Paris in 1942 when France lay 
under Hitler’s jackboot, 

The pearl was then owned by 
Father Robert, Genera) Superior 
of the Foreign Missions in China. 
It had been bought in Hong 
Kong from an old Chinese man- 
@arin by one of the Mission's 
priests. In 1942 zs the Missions 
needed money urgently, Father 
Robert decided to sell the pearl. 
His secretary, M. Michelet, con- 
tacted a big Paris jeweller and 


“was told that the great pearl 


was worth about $150,000. 
But the Germans, aware of 
the existence of the gem, forced 
Michelet to deposit it in a bank 
end ordered that the pearl be 


* kept there until permission. was 


received to remove it. 


On May 15th, two German 
officers made an appointment 
with Michelet at the Socicte 


Generale where the pear] was 
being kept. They were given the 
pearl, and then they ali went 
off by car to the Avenue d'‘lIena. 
A large body of, troops was as- 
sembled in front of the build- 
Ing t6 which Michelet was led, 
Indicating that an important 

rsonage was awaiting them. 

ichelet and his escort were 
shown to a room where they sat 
down and waited. Presently a 
general came in and took the 
pearl. 

Returning half an hour later 
he gave the pearl back: to 
Michelet and said that a very 
Important German — he indicat- 
ed with his hands a very fat 
person — who was a real con- 
noisseur, was very interested in 
the pearl and had had a photo-— 
graph taken of it. Michelet 
would hear from him later. 

It became known some time 
Jater that this personage was 
Hermann Goering, the gross 
Luftwaffe chief. But nothing 
was heard from Goering in the 
months that followed. 


In March, 1944, thinking that 
Goering would have more seri- 
@us distractions, Michelet asked 
M. Musseau, a legal adviser, to 
eell the pearl. Musseau men- 
tioned it to a man named Piat, 
who said that he had found a 
buyer, M. Bonfanti, a_ rich 
manufacturer in the North of 
France. A rendezvous was fixed 
im M. Musseau's office. Michelet 
brought the jewel and, in the 
presence of Musseau, showed it 
fo the intending buyer and 
Plat. 


M. Monfanti examined the 
stone and while they were dis- 
eussing the price a_ violent 
knocking was heard at the front 
door. The maid opened the 
door and four men in S.S. uni- 
forms pushed in brandishing 
vevolvers. “Hands up!” they 
erdered. They declared that the 
intending buyers were robbers 
they had to arrest, adding that 


. @myway Michelet had no right 


fo sell the pearl. They took the 
pear) and its gold case, removed 
@ revolver Piat was. carrying, 
taking at the same time from 
Michelet and Musseau all their 
eash and a number of valuables. 

M. Musseau protested: “These 
iv have nothing to do with 

pearl business.” 
“Present yourself the day after 


tomorrow at the commandant’s 
office—you can explain ‘your 
case then,” the S.S. men said. 


The four policemen then 
marched off with the two 
buyers. When Musseau and 


‘Michelet turned up at the com- 
mandant’s office’ the German of- 


ficiajs defied ‘all knowledge’ of 


the four S.S.-men;and_thé/twp 
buyers. if 

The .conclusion seemed ob- 
vious; they had been the dupes 
of organized gangsters: working 
on their own account or under 
the wing of some German pro- 
tector. 

A complaint was lodged with 


the French authorities and the 
German ~~ police. All Paris 
jewellers were alerted, and a 


reward notice was published in 
the newspapers. 

Three weeks later, Piat was 
arrested by the French police 
in Montmartre. On information 
Piat revealed under questioning 
a man ‘named Yvon Colette, a 
Belgian subject with ta known 
police record. He was arrested 
with his wife near Chartres by 
the German police, together with 
Joseph Klopf, a Luxembourg 
subject, and another member of 
the gang. Three of the six ban- 
dits had been caught, but the 
three others have never been 
traced. 

Some days later Michelet was 
told to call at Gestapo head- 
quarters and there he identified 
Colette, a thick-set, degenerate- 
leoking man of about forty, and 
the elegant Piat. 

After a beating-up Colette 
confessed to .the theft of the 
pearl, but swore he had_ for- 
gotten where he had put -it. 
Finally, Colette and his wife were 
put in prison. The last months 
of the occupation brought no 
further news of the Pearl of 
Asia. Everybody was convinced 
that somehow it had left France. 

In Ji, 1944, Paris was liber- 
ated, and Colette and hic wife 
escaped. Madame Colette took 
refuge in her native Maillebois 
where she had previously hid- 
den the pearl in thé trunk of 
an oak tree. Colette, anxious to 
“whitewash” himself, fought 
and was wounded on a Paris 
barricade. 

A few months later Madame 
Colette rejoined her husband 
in Marseilles with the inten- 
tion of fleeing by the’ first 
available boat with the precious 
pearl. Colette was known in 
Marseilles under a false name, 
es a lieutenant in the French 
Resistance, but a genuine mem- 
ber of the Resistance caught him 
one day selling foreign currency 
and promptly denounced him to 
the police. 

On December Ist, two police 
inspectors arrived at the hotel 
where Colette was living with 
his wife. 

They examined their indenti- 
fication papers and searched the 
room. Five million francs in 
Belgian and French currency 
was discovered. Colette was 
taken to the police station and 
later sentenced to ten years‘ im- 
prisonment. He escaped but was 
recaptured. 

The pearl was recovered when 
the landlord of the hotel, notic- 
ing a leak in the room that had 
formerly been occupied by the 
Colettes, called in a plumber. 


He traced the trouble to a 
stopped-up sewer, ,and then the 
missing pearl was found in a 
waste-pipe, having been thrown 
into a drain by Madame Colette 
during the police search. 

Still awaiting a purchaser, the 
pearl is now back in its gold 
box ‘at the French Board of 
Foreign, Missions.

Lonely Giant 


There was a ruggedly epic 
quality about the composer 
Jean Sibelius which made him 
seem as eternal and as indestruc- 
tible as the towering trees and 
lonely lakes of his beloved Fin- 
land. At 91, he still smoked the 
black cigars he called “my 
food ,” and walked along 
through the countryside near 
his home at Jarvenpaa, a village 
some 25 miles north of Hel- 
sinki. No one ever knew if he 
were really bald, for he had 
shaved his head at 39, when he 
spotted his first gray hair. It 
was hard to believe, therefore, 
that last month a cerebralhem- 
orrhage had finally felled this 
hardy giant, less than three 
months short of his 92nd birth- 
day. 

As a. devoted husband and 
father who called his daughters 
“my | five symphonies,” Sibelius 
was’ ever thoughtful and. loved 
to keep in touch with his. more 
than 50 grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren. As a citizen and 
patriot he inflamed his people 
against the Russians in 1899 
with his stirring tone poem 
“Finlandia,” and when the Rus- 
sians invaded his tiny country 
again in 1939, he stubbornly re-~ 
fused to seek safety elsewhere 

He was, not a solitary 
when: it came to home and 
country. But as far as his mu- 
sic went, Jean Silbelius was 
perhaps the loneliest man in the 


world. He was influenced by no

Where Eccentrics 
Are Plentiful 


More eccentrics — including 
royalties —- have lived on the 
Riviera than probably anywhere 
else on earth. 

King Leopold Il of Belgium, 
who had an estate at Cap Ferrat, 
hated creases so much that he 
insisted on his newspapers being 


jroned before he read them. Ad+_ 


ressing servants he always spoke 
in the third person, saying “You 
will wait for him,” which mysti- 
fied people, making them wonder 
what oh earth he was talking 
about. 

When he was looking for a 
villa at Cap Ferrat he noticed, 
on a drive with his bodyguard, 
the Villa Passable, surrounded 
by high walls and apparently 
abandoned. The gate was open, so 
he went in to explore, but when 
the party returned to the. gate 
they found that someone had 
locked it. 


A ladder in a shed enabled 
them to scale the high wall. With 
the four of them perched on top 
the ladder toppled and fell. “We 
look like burglars,” commented 
Leopold laughing. He couldn't 
jump down owing to a bad leg; 
so the others did so and formed 
a‘*human ladder for him; and 
that’s how the King got out. 


At: sixty-five he fell in love 
with blonde, gay, eighteen-year- 
old Blanche Caroline Delacrpix, 
whom he later made Baroness.de 
Vaughan and, rumour said, se- 
eretly married at San Remo. To 
hide their liaison they pretended 
to be strangers in public even 
when they rode on the same train, 
alighted at the same station, 
stayed in adjoining suites at the 
same hotel and ate at the same 
restaurants — at different tables. 

Later, when the friendship was 
more or less official, he gave her 
a charming villa which connected 
with his Chateau Laeken out- 
side Brussels: On his Cap Ferrat 
estate he built a little house for 
her and visited her every evening 
for two hours’ card-playing, car- 
rying a lantern. 

A strange visitor at Cap Mar- 
tin. was the Empress Elizabeth

of Austria, who slept on a gold- 
plated bed with a swing above it 
on which she did a trapeze act 
to keep her figure. 

Queen Victoria, after the 
Prince Consort's’ death, stayed 
regularly af hotels at Menton and 
Cimiez with a large retinue of 
servants, She always took her 
own coaches, and horses, furni- 
ture from Balmoral (including 
her acanthus-wood bed), table 
linen, china, glass, cutlery. At the 
Grand hotel, Cimiez, her apart- 
ments cost $10,000 for six weeks; 
at the Regina Excelsior, ‘$20,000 
for two months. 

Recounting these facts in 
*Roval Riviera’ Charles Graves 
says that one scandalous expla- 
nation of her forsaking Menton 
for Cimiez was that a high-rank- 
ing lady-in-waiting fell"madly in 
love with a horse-tram conductor 
and frequently spent the day go- 
ing to and from Cannes on_his 
tram. A likelier explanation is 
that a royal commission of physi- 
cians advised the Queen that 
Cimiez was the healthiest place 
for her to stay. 


A haughty Nice visitor was the 
Grand Duke _ Constatine’s 
widow, herself a German prin- 
cess. Deciding to visit Genoa, she 
ordered her aide to arrange 
transport. When he told her that 
a steamer from Marseilles would 
soon stop at Nice en route to 
Genoa, she said: “You must be 
mad. I, the widow of the Lord 
High Admiral of the Russian 
Navy, mingle with the common 
populace? I shall write to Napo- 
leon IJI and demand a man-of 
war!” 

She did so, and he duly ordered 
a frigate to transport her to 
Nice. It waited for days while 
the contents of her villa were put 
on board. On arrival at Genoa 
the captain informed her that a 
pinnace would take her and her 
belongings ashore. 


“A pinnace,” she exploded. “Do 
you suppose I am going to risk 
myself and my grand piano upon 
some Genoese skiff? Certainly 
not; a pier must be built out to 
us here. I shall not leave this 
tub until it is completed.” Vainly. 
he argued. It took a fortnight to 
build the pier. Then she swept 
off the ship to be met by the 
Genoese governor. 


When the old Grand Duke 
Michael was rodered to Cannes 


for his health he was so frail and - 


ill that his doctors said that his 
private train of six coaches from 
St. Petersburg should not exceed 
twenty-four m.p.h. So for two 
days the Russian, German, Bel- 
gian and French railway sched- 
ules were put out of joint while 
the train steered its stately 
course. 

Graves gives us other unusual 
glimpses of Riviera life. Count 
von Zernsdorf used to light his 
cigarettes with 1,000-franc notes, 
then worth $250. An American 
Jack Mackeon, wno the equiva- 
lent of a million dollars at the 


Monte Carlo tables. He put all . 


the notes into an umbrella, with 
the rubber ring round the spokes, 
and drove to Paris. It was raining 
hard when he alighted at the 
Restaurant Fouquet. He opened 
the umbrella, and the Champs 
Elysees was suddently white 
with banknotes, not all of which 
were retrieved! 

When three bandits held up the 
Aga Khan's car, snatched the 


Begum’s jewel-box and made off, - 


he called out. “Hi, come back! 
You've forgotten your tip!” — 
and handed one of them a num- 
ber of 1,000 frane notes. 


After going to see Janos, one 
of Italy’s most popular circus 
horses, perform, an admirer ex- 
pressed his gratitude by writing 
m chegue for 1,500 lire ($2.50) 
and making it payable through 
a bank in Turin to Janos, so 
that he would buy himself an 
extra ration of sugar.

The Hope diamond murdered 
people; it left millionaires penni- 
ness as it went from one owner 
}o another, leaving behind it a 
series of disasters. Men laughed 
it.the idea of its being evil. They 
sought it because they flattered 
themselves that they were tod 
»ig for it to touch them, and later 
tursed the, day that they had 
ver set eyes on it, 


The Hope diamond was bought 
mn 1949 by Mr. Harry Winston 
who does not believe in the hoo- 
loo. He has often exhibited it 
lor charity which, he claims, 
yrings luck to somebody. 

But am I real being silly 
and superstitious when I say em- 
hatically that I would never 
ave anything to do with the 
liamond? 

When the Koh-i-Noor diamond 
was given to Queen Victoria it 
came with a killer’s reputation. 
Moguls had died when they wore 
it in their turbans, it was a stone 
which seemed to have hatred for 
men and kept @ desperate death 
tryst with them. The envoy who 
brought it to the Queen told her 
that this was one of the most 
famous diamonds in the world 
».. and that it would never harm 
a woman, 


Queen Victoria wore it in her 
crown and enjoyed prosperity 
from its splendour. What did Ed- 
ward VII do when he came to the 
throne? He listened to advisers 
who warned him about its strange 
power and ordered it to be re- 
set in the .consort’s crown, worn 
by Queen Alexandra. Queen 
Mary and Queen Elizabeth at 
their coronations.

In the Royal Family of Eng- 
land there was Henry VIII1 who 
broke up the monasteries, pil- 
laging their property and leav- 
ing the monks to wander penni- 
less about the country begging 


for bread. One after another 


Henry’s three children came to 
the throne, but since none of 
them had any offspring the 
crown then passed to James VI 
of Scotland. 

A similar type of curse goes 
through many families. 

In 1916, I married, for the first 
time, the son of a famous fam- 
ily. Three generations before 
that they had incurred the se- 
vere displeasure of the Church 
Nobody had ever told me what 
actually happened; it was one of 
those things that they did not 
like to talk about (because I 
imagine it gave them the jitters). 

A priest had cursed them (I 
gather rightly so), and because 
a man of that family had. raised 
his left hand in rage against 
him, he had vowed that the 
women of the family would bear 
eldest sons who, in turn, bore 
mark “of that very hour, and 
the ability to kill with the left 
hand would be taken from them: 

In the geheration which I 
knew, both my husband and his 
cousin (also an eldest son) had 
deformed left hands, which they 
could hardly use. And they were 
not the first to be so afflicted. 
“JUSt ailmeaccident,"* said my 
husband brightly. “It dear not 
bother me too much, anyway, 
and for myself I don’t believe a 
word of it.” 

He was referring to the curse, 
of course. But I did believe in 
it—and still do. 

I would never dare a hoodoo, 
but would walk clear of it 
through life.-I believe that peo- 
ple stung to agony can invoke 
evil. 

The Pharaohs had every right 
not to wish their tombs to be 
disturbed, and I think they took 
true steps to ensure their safety 
in death. If men violated that 
security, then they in turn died, 
Some dreadful evil possessed 
the Hope diamond. The Kobh-i- 
Noor was kinder. 

I would never defy the fates, 
for I know that they are power- 
ful; I only hope that if I leave 
well alone, they will do- the 
same for me in return.

A Cure For Colds 
At Last? 


For 25 years, medical re- 
searches have sought a reliable 
preventing man’s 
expensive and universally an- 
noying ailment — the common 
cold. But for the 500 million 
colds caught annually in the 
U.S. at a cost of $5 billion, 
there is as yet no all-out im- 
munization. Vaccines, serums, 
and “cold-resistant” pills are 
sold by the millions. When it 
comes to cutting down the na- 
tion’s cold rate, not one seems 
worth a sniffle. 


The main obstacle: Colds are 
caused by 
dozen varieties of these elusive 
organisms. Until a vaccine is 
prepared which combats all the 
cold viruses, more than 90. per 
cent of ‘the nation’s population 
will continue to have at least 
one cold each year. 


Last month, in 
Md., a young Johns Hopkins 
scientist, 34-year-old Winston 
H. Price, announced that he had 
isolated gone form of the com- 
mon-cold virus, which, he be- 
lieves, accounts for about 30 per 
cent of America’s respiratory 
infections and causes a_ slight 
sore throat, a stuffy nose, and 
a touch of fever. 


Widespread reports last month 
on the JH vaccine brought an 
excited response from men and 
women, ever ready to grasp at 
anything that offers hope for 
reliéf from their seasonal run- 
ning noses. Scientists were more 
cautious. In Chicago, an official 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation said: “Vaccines have 
been developed in recent years 
without notable success ... be- 
cause colds are caused by many 
different types of viruses. On 
this particular vaccine, we can- 
not comment until we've seen 
the complete scientific report.”

Fake Fights Made Him 


Philadelphia Jack O’Brien, one 
of the ring’s greatest names, 
made a fortune faking fights — 
but he was caught in his own 
double-cross when he tried to 
fix a fight with Tommy Burns. 

O'Brien was not only light 


* heavyweight champion, at the 


height of his fame he was also 
the richest prize fighter in the 
‘world. 


But the secret of his mar 
velous record of winning fights 
‘was exposed after Burns gave 
him a beating in the ring in- 
stead of “lying down” to him. 

Most people have forgotten 
this disreputable side of Phila- 
delphia Jack’s career. He is re- 
membered only as a great cham- 
pion. 


Yet most of his fights — in- 
eluding his title fight — were 
faked, and after his sensational 
exposure by Burns, shocked 
sportsmen. dubbed O’Brien the 
“fixed fight champion.” In his 
pre-arranged victories his op- 
ponents sacrificed honor for the 
money O’Brien offered them to 
lay down.’ 


Until he tangled with Burns, 
his opponents were afraid to ex- 
pose O’Brien. So he posed as a 
victorious pugilist and claimed 
honors which never should have 
been his. 


- But when he met Tommy 
Burns, O’Brien met his match 
fm shrewdness. Burns crossed 
and doublecrossed him when 
they fought for the second time 
fm Los Angeles on May 8, 1907. 


It was obvious that something 
was in the wind when Burns’ 
manager called off all bets be- 
fore the fight. O’Brien was the 
10 to 7 favorite. 


After the fight, when Burns 
had soundly beaten O’Brien, the 
fans who had bet on the Phila- 
delphian were jubilant, because 
they'd saved their money. But

demanded to know why the bets 
had been called off. 


Tommy Burns explained — 
and dropped a bombshell] that 
rocked the sporting world. 

“Jack O'Brien was caught tn 
“one of his own traps,” said 
Burns. “] cduld not get him to 
agree to enter the ring until 
after I had promised to lay down 
and let him win the fight. I 
pretended to be willing to do 
this, pase I wanted to show 
the country that I was GPrien's 
master. 

“In the first round O’Brien 
was taken off his feet and was 
scared to death. He knew I had 
planned too cunningly for them 
all, and that he was due for a 
beating. 

“As for the bets being called 
off, I was instrumental in having 
that done for the benefit of the 
public. I wanted to make this 
explanation afterwards and I 
did not want.to see the public 
tricked into losing any. of its 
money. Calling off the bets cost 
me $3,800, for I stood to win 
that amount myself.” 


O’Brien at first denied that 
he had tried to fix the fight, but 
later he confessed that he had. 
He confessed to other fixed 
fights too, and even declared 
that his first encounter with 
Burns the previous November 
had._been fixed to end in a draw. 

This was probably true, for 
in their second fight, when 
Burns refused to carry through 
the fake, he completely out- 
classed O’Brien. 

Born in Philadeiphia in Janu- 
ary 1878, O’Brien’s real name 
was Joseph Hagan. He started 
his career in the ring when he 
was 18, but it was years before 
he did anything noteworthy, He 
struggled along like any second- 
rater. No one took him seriously. 

Then he went to England, beat 
a lot of hams, made himself 


some money and acquired the 
British heavyweight champion-

in empty honor in those 
days. . : 
When he returned to America 
he managed to get some big 
name fights and steadily fought 
his way to championship 
class. But he’ faked rather than 
fought his way to success. He 
fixed his fights so that he would 


the 


|. wWine"Grabbing purse after purse 


and putting his meney away in 
real estate, he soon became the 
richest fighter in the world. 
3ut public opinion turned 
against him and after the Burns 
fiasco many people demanded 
his removal from the prize ring. 

His career was studded with 
frame-ups, and he was caught 
in several. questionable fights, 
but he was never so completely 
exposed than in his raw attempt 
to fake his fight with Burns. 

O’Brien must heve had a 
severe shock that May day when 
he climbed into the ring ex- 
pecting Burns to lay down for 
him. The following Police Ga- 
zette eye-witness report of the 
contest reveals what a poor.show 
O’Brien put up. 

“Tommy. Burns thoroughly 
cutclassed O’Brien in every de- 
partment of the game except 
springing away, and when 
O’Brien sought to run away 
Burns would stand in the center 
of the ring with his. hands at 
his sides and beg the Philadei- 
phian to fight. 

“From the first until the last 
round O’Brien acted as though 
in great fear and waited until 
forced into clinches. His tactics 
were not to the liking of the 
audience, which hissed him from 
first to last. 

“In the seventh round Burns 
caught O’Brien with swinging 
crosscuts> as he raced around 
the ring and he staggered the 
Philadelphian with a right cross 
to the jaw, forcing O’Brien into 
a clinch, 

“In the ninth round Burns 
succeeded in getting to O’Brien’s 
face with a right and left, which 
opened a cut on his eye Blood 
streamed freely from the wound 
and this took all. the fight out 
of O'Brien, From that time on 
until the end HWe»showed abso- 
lutely nothing that gave Wie ad- 
mirers any excuse for hope. 

“In the twelfth round when 
O’Brien sought to mix: it, Burns 
put over another overhand wal- 
lop to the face, staggering his 
opponent and causing blood to 
flow from his face. In the fif- 
teenth O'Brien’s left eye was 
closed and his right eye was 
beginning to swell up. 

“From the fifteenth to the 
twentieth Burns out - pointed 
O’Brien and had him on the 
ragged edge all the time. Burns 
fought hard for a knockout in 
the closing rounds, but the 
crafty O’Brien was clever enough 
to save himself by running away 
from Burns’ fierce blows and 
succeeded in staving off a 
knockout. 

“CQ’Brien pursued his runaway 
tactics from first to last and@ 
frequently turned his back on 
Burns in his frantic effort to 
escape, racing round the ring 
in- full head of steam. 

“After the twentieth round 
the referee had no hesitation in 
declaring Burns the winner, 
and found it unnecessary to 
order a few more rounds.” 


Overdose Of Fear 


Writing in Life magazine not 
long ago, Dr. George Crile, Jr., 
surgeon at the Cleveland clinic, 
charged that those responsible 
for telling the public about di- 
sease have “chosen to use the 
weapon of fear, believing that 
only through fear can the public 
be educated.” “Newspapers and 
magazines have spread _ this 
fear,” he went on, “knowing 
that the public is always inter- 
ested in the melodramatic and 
the frightening.” 

This observation is particular- 
ly pertinent now in regard to 
the wide publicity being given 
Asian influenza and the predic- 
tions that a vast epidemic is in- 
escapable this winter. The fact 
that certain California - health 
experts recently declared that 
there was no reason to expect 
an epidemic seems to have been 


ignored in favor of the more 
“melodramatic and. frightening” 
forecasts. 

Dr. John T. Barrett, chairmar 
of the Rhode Island state con 
mittee on iImmunizetion, says 
that the publicity on Asian flu 
is “totally out of proportion 
with the ‘dang r involved,” At

Parathyroid glands — which 
control the body’s absorption of 
essential calcium and phosphor- 
us — have now been successful- 
ly transplanted in human bodies, 
two American scientists told the 
International Congress’ of Cell 
Biology meeting in St. Andrews, 
Scotland. Dr. C. Henry Kempe 
of the Colorado School of Medi- 
cine and Dr. Mary Jean Morse 
of Mill Valley, Calif., explained 
that the tiny glands often must 
be cut away when cancerous 
thyroid glands are removed. Un- 
like the thyroid, the hormones 
of which may be taken orally, 
there is no substitute for the 
parathyroid glands, so the de- 
prived patients soon die. But 
when Drs. Kempe and Morse 
transplanted either whole para- 
thyroid glands (taken from 4

Pilot “Shot Up” 
By Ping-Pong Balls 


“Chop the thing off and let’s 
be done with it,” Colin Hodg- 
kinson told the surgeons when, 
after enduring months of pain. 
his ieft leg, badly smashed in 
an aircraft accident, refused to 
mend. 

His right leg had aiready 
been amputated at the thigh as 
the result of the crash, which 
happene when Hodgkinson was 
train ng with .the Fleet Air 
Arm. 

The surgeons complied with 

his: request; and after a suc- 
cessful operation Colin Hodgkin- 
son, at the age of ninteeh, was 
fitted with “tin legs’’—but he 
refused to be beaten or ground- 
ed. There followed months. of 
courageous fighting — fighting 
to re-establish himself as a fly- 
er, and in 1940 he was permit- 
ted to rejoin the F.A.A., and 
subsequently won his wings. 
' Unable to fly operationally 
from aircraft carriers, he applied 
for a transfer to the R.A.F and 
was accepted. In his frank 
and extremely lively  autobi- 
Ography, “Best Foot Forward” 
Colin Hodgkinson makes no 
secret of the fact that his trans- 
fer was effected only after an 
energetic campaign of perusa- 
sion! 

“Hoppy,” as he was known to 
fellow fighter pilots, had a ter- 
ror of having to bale out while 
flying over the sea. Apart from 
arming himself with a razor- 
sharp jack-knife with which to 
cut away the harness of his legs 
if he did land in “the drink,” 
he hit upon the idea of packing 
the hollow spaces of his artifi- 
cial legs with ping-pong balls 
for additional buoyancy. 


These small, celluloid balls 
gave him an alarming experi- 
ence one day when he- was 
piloting one of a squadron of 
Spitfires briefed to support 
Fortresses that were bombing 
Rouen. 

Climbing, at an altitude of 


27,000 feet, and peering about 
for signs of opposition as his 
squadron crossed 
he was startled by a series of 
sharp explosions in the bottom 
of his cockpit. His first reaction 
was. that he had been “jumped” 
by an enemy ‘plane. Taking 
violent evasive action, he craned 
his neck for a glimpse of the 
Messerschmitt he was sure 
must be on his tail. 


But there was nothing behind 
him. Was it flak? Banking 
steeply, he looked down. Not a 
puff of smeke was to be seen. 

A quick check convinced him 
that his controls were intact, 
yet the bangs continued. Just 
before applying the baling out 
drill, Colin Hodgkinson remem- 
bered “. . . the ping-pong balls 
I had stored in my legs.

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Folled Rival’s 
Kidnap Plot 


It was an April night in 1768. 
The King’s Theatre in the Hay- 
market, London, was packed 
with rank and fashion. It was 
a Saturday night, the favourite 
evening for going to a show. 

Queen Charlotte sat in the 
royal box and was gazed at by 
the adoring ladies in hooped pet- 
ticoats who sat uncomfortably in 
the pit stalls. In the stalls there 
were two vacant seats. Just be- 
fore the curtain rose on the first 
act of the opera, two people 
moved into those seats. The au- 
dience gasped; the women oohed 
and aahed; the men put up their 
quizzing glasses. For the man 
now waiting for his companion 
to be seated was the Duke of 
Grafton, Prime Minister of Eng- 
land and the woman with him 
was Nancy Parsons, known as 
Mrs. Houghton. 

But what caused the sensation 
was that a few seats away was 
the Duchess of Grafton, still 
married to the Prime Minister, 
but separated from him for the 
past four years. 

Gossip had it that the reason 
the ducal couple separated was 
that the Duchess was a great 
gambler, a pursuit that the Duke 
hated, although he often fre- 
quented the racecourses himself 
and was a keen ridedr to hounds. 
But who was Nancy Parsons and 
how did she come into the pic- 
ture? 

In the private collection of Mr. 
Charles Wertheimer is a portrait 
of Nancy painted by Thomas 
Gainsborough. It shows her to 
have been an excedingly beau- 
tiful girl in her late twenties, 
a girl of aristéeratic appearance, 
but she certainly was not of aris« 
tocratic birth. 

So far as her origin is known, 
she was the daughter of a Bond 
Street tailor. According to report, 
her father gave her a good edu- 
cation, including a finishing 
course in France, but even that 
is not certain. 


The gossips of the day had it 
that she was already a friend 
of the Prime Minister before she 
went to France and that actually 
she had gone there after a quar- 
rel with him, that he had sent 
ene of his party to France to 
bring her back, and she had re- 
turned in one of the royal yachts. 
True or false, it is impossible to 
say. Nancy was a strange young 
woman, known to be highly in- 
telligent and a pivus churchgoer, 
but how did she become -Mrs. 
Houghton? 

It appears that she had no legal 
right to call herself Mrs. Hough- 
ton; she had met Captain Hough- 
ton in London and he had en- 
ticed her to accompany him to 
the West Indies, where he treat- 
ed her badly forcing her to run 
away and return to London ab- 
aclutely penniless. Her enemies, 
ef whom she had plenty, claimed 
that she became a lady of the 
town: , 

However, it is known that 
when the Duke of Grafton was 
megotiating terms of separation 
from his Duchess he invited 
Nancy to visit him at Wakefield 
Ledge, near Stony Stratford, 
where he had his official resi- 
dence. Determined to cut a good 
figure at the Duke's home, Nancy 
erdered a very smart carriage 
fer the trip and gave instructions 
that the Houghton arms ere to 
be emblazoned on the panels, 
but time was short and the pain- 
fing job had to be done in a 
hurry. 

Nancy had a sixty-mile drive 
in front of her but she set out 
late in the afternoon and was 
forced {6 stay the night at a 
Dunstable inn. The ostlers, to 
please the pretty girl, promised 
te do a particularly good job of 
washing down her coach, but it 
was dark so they could not see 
that it required special care, 

In the morning when Nancy 
stepped out of the inn and saw 
her carriage she gasped. The coat 
ef arms had disappeared; it was 
e@overed up by ugly streaks of 
paint! However, it didn’t seem 
te matter much to the Duke, or 
te Nancy, for from this visit

there sprang up a great romance. 

During the next four years 
Nancy had the greatest possible 
influence on the Duke, but they 
both kept their romance a secret. 
To the world he was a statesman 
separated from his wife to whom 
he allowed £3,000 a year, but 
Nancy was his secret love. True, 
there was gossip and whispers, 
but until the couple appeared 
together at the theatre in 1768, 
there was no open scandal. 

Soon after that Saturday night 
however, there was rumours that 
Nancy Parsons. was investing in 
public funds with money she had 
received in bribes from people 
who sought her intervention in 
their own interests. 

Did these rumours cause the 
lovers to part? For part they did, 
after their romance had lasted 
at least five years. Now the 
separation between the Duke and 
Duclile of Grafton became a 
divorce, and three days leter the 
Duchess married the young Lord 
Ossory, who was the co-respon- 


. dent. 


The separation of the Duke 
from his adored Nancy puzzled 
people; many believed that this 
was but a cloak to hide their 
intention to marry, once the 
Duke was divorced. 


Three months later, however, 
the Duke of Grafton married 
the daughter of the Dean of Wor- 
cester. Nancy became frienly 
with Thomas Panton, brother of 
the Duchess of Ancaster, but that 
link was soon broken. 

Then along came the Duke 
of Dorset, a famed cricketer of 
the time, to seek Nancy's favours 
She “took up with him” and they 
left for a continental tour that 
was to last for about three years. 

During the tour the. lovers 
visited Rome,.where an Italian 
nobleman fell in love with Nancy 
and tried to kidnap her. The 
Duke of Dorset rescued her just 
in time, when the Italian was 
trying to force Nancy into his 
coach. , 

Soon after this incident the 
Duke broke with Nancy. His 


‘childhood sweetheart had become 


the Countess of Derby. The Duke 
of Dorset met her by accident 
and persuaded her to leawe her 
husband and they ran away to- 
gether, so Nancy was alone once 
more. 


Nothnig more was heard of 
Nancy until the “Morning Post” 
announced her marriage to the 
26-year-old Viscount Maynard, 
who was nearly twenty years 
younger. Nancy decided to con- 
tinue the continental tour she 
had begun with the Duke of 
Dorset. 

The. newly-married couple vis- 
ited Naples where they were 
well received by the King and 
Queen of Italy, but the British 
colony refused to know her. 

Nancy behaved with the great~ 
set @ignity and eventually she 
won over her enemies. The 
couple were now the greatest 
success at court, but a few years

At about this time she sepa- 
rated from her husband, the Vis~ 
count, who, tired of his elderly 
wife, fell in love with an atirdc- 
tive French dancer. 


Nancy retired to Naples where 


she had many friends at court. ‘: 


During the summer of 1802 she 
went to England but she did not 
see her husband. :Her arrival in 
England was noted in the news- 
papers and it was said she in- 
tended to pass the rset of her life 
in Switzerland, but instead she 
went to a convent on the out- 
skirts of Paris, where she became 
a religious penitent. 

Six years later her death was 


reported in the newspapers, but 
the report was false. It is certain 
that Nancy did not die unti} 
1814, the year before the Batth 
of Waterloo, She was then eight 
The account of her funeral ' 
recorded by an unnamed Eng 
lishwoman who wa present, 
“The bishop,” she wrote, “order-

The Ancient Cradle 
Still Has Uses | 


“Where's our old cradle?” 
asked my good wife suddenly 
the other evening and with the 
utter 
living with'*said individual so 
long 1 replied, “Over a beam 
in the barn.”” You can’t fool me. 

“Jo wants to borrow it,” she 
said. 

“Good for Jo!” 

Jo and Joe, friends of ours, 
recently acquired a handsome 
new 1957 mode) which they 
named Jan, and Jo has rebel 
ideas. She knows that the 
cradle has long been ridiculed 
from our lore by the experts, 
and that rocking a child is the 
very worst thing you can do. 
It disturbs his unconscious and 
makes him insecure, or some- 
thing, and confuses him. He will 
gurely grow up out of whack in 
his compensating coordinations. 


I remember my Grandmother 
said “Fudge!” when she heard 
that. Jo doesn’t believe it, either. 
At least she wants to borrow a 
cradle enough for Joe to take 
some pictures. Jo wants Jan to 
be able to say she slept 
cradle, \ 

There's more to it than that. 
The experts spend their time 
analyzing the babies, but neg- 
lect the rights and privileges of 
parents and grand-parents. Who 
says rocking is a one-way ex- 
elusive? Regardless of what 
rocking does to Baby, what does 
it do for Mother? Who does the 
kid think he is? Jo admitted 
ashe also had a yen to rock Jan 
in a cradle. It’s as broad as it’s 
long. 

Anyway, I went out to the 
barn and brought down the 
family cradle. It was full of hay 
chaff, secondhand cobwebs, and 
had a mud-wasp warren under 
the hood) In 13 years of desue- 
tude a cradle over a barn beam 
must amuse itself. I presumed 
the time would come when I'd 
have to get the thing down for 
a succeeding batch, but I hadn't 
counted on an outsider’s bor- 
rowing it. Jo will take care of 
it, all right. I wonder how long 
it would take to find a cradle in 
a store these days? Me 

Ours is very old. One of our 
few authentic family antiques. 
Grandfathers long forgotten 
snoozed in it and grew up to 
see. their sons and grandsons 
take\it over. It was first made 
for a lang Scots baitn, and as 
our lad has turned into a six- 
three-er he found it just right 
when his turn came. 


We had a big old dog then, 
named Gelert, and when we 
snuggled the new baby into the 
cradi¢é by the hearth Gelert 
came in, sized up the situation, 
stretched out alongside, and in- 
dicated where he might be 
found . henceforth should. we 
want him. He never left the 
eradie except while the lad was 
taken up. When somebody out- 
side the family came to peer at 
the baby Gelert would draw 
back his weathered chops, bare 
his missing teeth, and growl 
deep in his being. People knew 
whose baby this was. Do you 
remember the legend. of the 
real Gelert? 

-It was about that time people 
began telling us they'd read an 
article by am expert saying the 
cradle was & barbarous device 
designed to ruin the growing 
child. Rocking a baby was the 
worst thing you could do. It 
was hard to subscribe to this 
contention sitting in a comfort-

able chair by the glowing hard- 
wood coals, chewing a snappy 
apple, reading a worthy book, 
and giving the cradle an occa- 
sional shove. There was the dog 
with his nose on his paws, 
never awake and never asleep, 
eyeing you lest»you shove too 
hard, and the youngster shar- 
ing the fdmily atmosphere with 
every aspect of being glad 


When Kathie came to live 
with us, selecting the wildest 
January day in the cruelest 
winter of our time, the cradle 
proved an ideal place for her. 
With folded lambskin in the 
bottom, it was an insulated 
haven in a world that we 
weren't otherwise keeping too 
warm. We had a pail of water 
freeze behind the stove that 
winter, and the lad ate his pap 
with mittens on. 


We also had a new dog, a pup 
of doubtful intellect, and-he 
found the cradle a delightful 
place to nap. Horror and hoor- 
aw accompanied the discovery 
that he was sleeping with 


Kathie. There he was with his - 


head hanging over the edge and 
his tongue dangling, and there 
she was shoved to one side. 
Orders to cease and desist were 
posted, and. sometimes honored, 
but he’d sneak back by times 
and we found he was kind and 
gentle about it, and just as pos- 
sessive as Gelert had been—but 
more comfortable. By the time 
he was too big to’ share the 
cradle we had taught him to 
bunk on the floor. 


We always called this a 
Moses cradle. I think it was 
cunningly made by a craftsman 
who went by more than rule of 
thumb. The design is good. The 
rockers have just the right. roll 
to them, and more or less curve 


~~would be wrong. And the cen- 


ter of gravity is neatly coritain- 
ed, so you can rock the cradle 
easily, but it would take a real 
strong push to tip it over. The 
sides flare just so, making it 
handy to get the baby in and 
out, and warding off floor 
drafts The hood is gracefully 
curved so this most useful item 
has a flow and charm. The top 
is thin oak, and I think it must 
have been steamed. Otherwise 
it would have cracked. 


There are several ways any- 
body could put a hood on a 
cradle, but this artisan took 
ains. Best of all, this cradle 
as that smoothness of long use, 
the wear of time and the hands 
that touched it, and the rocker 
ends are worn where feet have 
treadled. When people consider 
an antique “as good as new” 
they miss the point. An antique 
is better than new when it is 
well worn from family use. 


True, the now fulfilled desire 
of Jo to rock her new baby in 
a cradle is scarcely more than 
a gesture. She was feeling 
something fhat ran deep and 
doesn’t need to be explained 
A’ new baby looks right in a 
cradle and a new mother feels 
right rocking it. Jan will grow 
up to be a perfectly modulated 
product of her own time, in 
spite of a toothless grin from a 
tired old cradle borrowed for 
the sake of a photograph Some 
few may see the sense of it.

A rhino out for blood thunders 
forward as fast as a galloping 
horse for about three-quarters.of 
® mile—after that he’s winded. 
Anyone caught by a rhino is 
either trampled to pulp, or gored 
te shreds by its murderous horns. 


On an earlier safari, Kearton 
was photographing rhino at night 
when his camera’s flashlight dis- 
turbed one of them. The beast 
charged straight at him. Kear- 
ton again scrambled up a tree, 
but had no time to worry about 
his apparatus. 


The rhino wreaked its ven- 
geance on the expensive camera, 
trampling it into the ground. 
Kearton was glad he had learned 
to climb trees as a boy.

In the recent test, 341 calves 
were entered—248 Herefords, 50 
Angus and 43 Shorthorns.

The male calves 
made an average daily gain from 
birth to ‘weaning of 1.86 lb. per 
day, the females 1.68 lb.

Comparison of these results 
was limited to six Hereford 
herds, all that had sufficient 


calves entered and reared under 
conditions suitable to permit ef- 
fective comparison within the 
herd. The six herds with a to- 
tal of 191 calves (94 males and 
97 females) indicate the aver- 
age daily rate of gain that can 
be expected in beef cattle, first 
from date of birth to weaning 
and second from weaning to the 
end of the winter feeding per- 
iod. ;

Average daily gain made by 
the 94 bull calves was 1.85 
pounds per day, from birth to 
weaning, and by the 97 heifers 
1.69 pounds. Thus the bull calves 
gained on the average 1/5 of a 
pound more per day than the 
heifers. But of greater signifi- 
cance is the difference in aver- 
age performance, or daily gain, 
2.11 lb. for the top third and 
1.49 Ib. for the hottom third of 


the .calves tested. Average dif- 
ference between these two 
‘groups both in the males and

Research has shown that this 
valuable trait of rapid gains is 
inherited and can be transmit- 
ted to future generations.

Calves with a high rate 
of gain, in most instances, re- 
quire less feed to make a pound 
of gain than those with a low 
rate of gain. Recognition of the 
top performing cows, bulls and 
calves within a herd and devel- 
opment of a breeding program 
around these animals is the aim 
of Record of Performance.

Now, we have only as much 
freedom as can be used without 
stepping on the next fellow’s 
toes. There are regulatory bodies 
to watch for your interest in 
communications, transportation, 
public health, aviation, utility 
Yates, automobile traffic, and 
scores of other fields. 

All of the regulatory agencies 
are eh Pg in on someone's free- 
dom.

The only area in which it is 
not necessary to place a curb is 
the freedom of expression and 
religion.

It was owned and adminis- 
tered by the elderly Leszno bro- 
thers, whose fame as sculptors 
was widely known.

Only the wealthy could afford 
@uch spiritual grandeur—and the 
ernate cedar and bronze coffins 
fin which they were lowered to 
eternal rest. 

The last word in funerals was 
further enhanced by a polished 
stone effigy of the head of the 
dead person which was placed 
@n a marble plinth on the cen- 
tre of the grave. 

The magnificence of these life- 
Mke carvings earned for the 
brothers a fame and prosperity 
which they enjoyed for many 

ars—until one fateful morn- 

@ in 1837. . 

In that year the Polish Gov- 
ernment instituted a decree al- 
lowing the exhumation of bod-

and brought to light one of the 
most sensational and gruesome 
@iscoveries of the day. 

Sent by the Home Office, two 
@fficials called upon the brothers 
Leszno with an order of exhu- 
mation for the body of Ludwie 
Rapin. id 

To the dismay of his relatives 
the wealthy old Rapin had cele- 
brated his seventy-fifth birthday

widow of his former bailiff. 
Less than three months later, 


‘the old man died painfully and 


mysteriously, The twice hereav-

@lary of his considerable for- 
tune. The incensed relatives 
feared the worst and applied for 
exhumation. 

The brothers Leszno protested 
against such desecration of their 
garden of rest. “God,” they de- 
elared, “would be outraged by 
this violation of a reposing 
goul.” 

It was all to no avail. The 
law demanded an exhumation.

Two hours later, the officials 
were frowning perplexedly inte

Caught In The Jaws Of Death 


Mr. Paul Pctous ts a p.-cfes- 
sional crocodile hunter who has 
penetrated the remote swamps 
of Africa in search of his prey. 
He kills the reptiles fo. their 
belly-skins, which make valu- 
able leatLer-that will last for a 
hundred years. But it is a dan- 
gerous vocation. ‘he crocodile 
kills more human beings than 
any other wild animal in Africa. 
The “croc” prefers its meat put- 
rid usually drowns and 
then its victims until the 
fiesh is rotten. 


Mr. Potous has had many 
hair-raising experiences of his 
own, but in this article he tells 
the incredible story of a native 
boy who was captured by a 
crocodile.—The Editor. 


Trekking’ from place to place 
in search of new _ hunting 
grounds for crocodiles, I some- 
times come across natives. who 
have been rescued or have 
escaped from the jaws of a 
erocodile. 


I have met many Africans 
with amputated arms or legs 
who have escaped a foul death 
from crocodiles. But there is no 
more horrible and terrifying ex- 
perience than the following true 
event. 


One late afternoon, a native 
set out with two companions in 
a canoe to visit a village farther 
up the river. As usual, the canoe 
was old, leaky, and extremely 
unstable. Rarely do the natives 
everturn the dreadful dugouts 
for they have a wonderful sense 
of balance, learned in earliest 
childhood. But in this case, while 
kneeling down to bail out the 
water with his hands, one of the 
three capsized the canoe. 


Many of the native. dugouts 
sink immediately on being over- 
turned, for they are usually 
fashioned from trees heavier 
than water. This one happened 
to be made of a lighter timber 
and floated to the surface. 


The natives were all strong 
awimmers and, laughing and 
joking at their mishap, they 
began to propel the canoe to- 
ward the bank, where it would 
be easier to bail out before con- 
tinuing\their journey. As it hap- 
pened, there was a party of 
natives from the same village on 
the river bank and these joined 
in the hilarity, laughing uproar- 
jously at the accident. 

Thegihree had almost reached 
the bank when one of them 
screamed that he had been taken 
by a crocodile, and, in spite of 
clinging desperately to the 
water-logged canoe, his grip was 
broken and he was dragged be- 
low the surface. 

-The other two natives lost no 
time in abandoning the canoe 
and swimming. for the bank, 
where they were hurriedly drag- 
ged ashore by their fellows. 
There was no sign fo their 
friend, and they returned to the 
village with the sad news

dile quickly lost consciousness 
in the water but he regained 
his senses to find himself, lying 
in fn evil and. foul-smelling 
cavern in the river bank. It was

time. From the river there was 
a narrow tunnel leading out of 
the water, up which the croco- 
dile had dragged the uncon- 
scious native. Sheer terror kept 
him from moving a muscle, for 
less than a foot from his face 
was the crocodile’s tail. 


The reptile lay lengthwise 
along the tunnel entrance, its 
head toward the river, guarding 
its victim from any marauder. 
The hoy was able to see all this, 
for althougfi the entrance sloped 


- down and into the water, there 


was a small hole in the rooi of 
the: cavern through which the 
last ray of daylight was filtering. 
The place was foul and stinking, 
and rotting and putrid remains 
of some animals lay beneath 
him. He could feel the surge and 
movements of the maggots 
against his side. 


Suddenly the crocodile moved 
and the native thought for a 
second time that his last mom- 
ent had come. But the reptile 
erawled away from hime and 
down the tunnel to disappear 
into the water. The native was 
not slow in taking advantage of 
the amazing chance offered him 
by fate. 


The crocodile’s teeth had badly 
lacerated his right thigh and the 
wounds were bleeding, but no 
bones were broken. Frantically 
and hysterically he clawed with 
his hands and nails at the small 
opening in the earth above him, 
each moment, fearing the return 
of the crocodile which would 
again attack him- before he 
could make his escape. Event- 
ually, panting and exhausted, he 
was able to enlarge the hole 
sufficiently to crawl through and 
into the open air, among the 
aweet-smelling reeds and grasses 
which grew above. the fetid 
larder of the reptile. 

The sun had set by the time 
he made his escape. He ran 
away into’ the bush with no 
sense of direction, only the de- 
sire to get as far away from the 
river as possible. At last, 
through exhaustion, he col- 
lapsed unconscious, 


When once more he regained 
his senses the moon was up, and 
he soon found his way back to 
the willage. From a distance he 
called for help from his family 
and friends, who by now were 
sleeping in their huts. But his 
troubles were by no means over. 
Hearing his call, the simple, 
superstitious villagers thought it 
was the voice of his ghost re- 
turning to haunt them, for he 
was dead, as so many could bear 
witness, dragged down into the 
water and drowned. 

The natives believed his spirit 
had come back to entice them 
from the safety of their huts, 


whereupon it would carry them 
off to the river es further vic- 
tims. As no one would help him, 
the native tottered and crawled 
into the village. In his weakness 
he staggered and fell, tripping 
over objects ( the ground 
The mud, which had covered 
him from head to foot while he 
in the crocodile’s lair, had 
now dried a dirty grey over his 
black skin. In the moonlight he
